Shots from King’s motel toward the flophouse and the other buildings on that, the 
next street. There were several, again taken immediately. 

One of the first of the bundle shows it being handled by ungloved police, of whom 
two are in the picture I saw. The bundle is^also not as represented in the official, 
posed picture, not where it was, and the reality also confirms an essential witness 
whose perjury was suborned. 

The FBI has instructed the manager of the flophouse to permit no picture- taking. 

This is not related to the contemporaneous pictures, Bit I thought it might interest you. 
They did not tell him not to talk, so he did, wuite helpfully, flirecting me to anpdjher and 
vital witness, whi ^ now have on tape!
